How long does it take to get—jmiir_ 


questions answered after writing Action 
Line? Do you publish and answer every 
question? 


Editor Bob Armistead says it generally 


takes three weeks or less to get an answer 
and publish it, although a few questions 
have been delayed as long as two months. 


The usual backlog is about two weeks, 


and we try to answer the questions just 
about in the order in which we receive 
them. But sometimes when we're short of 
questions or when the question pertains to 
a timely issue, we'll get an answer and 
mblish it more quickly, perhaps even the' 
next day. 


Sometimes, however, the appropriate 


source delays answering the question for 
several weeks. And sometimes we put 
questions from 
frequent Action Line 


writers (we got 13 from one person last 
week) on the bottom of the pile to give 
somebody else a chance. 


No, we don't answer all questions for 


many reasons. Some aren't signed. Some 
aren't valid requests for information. 


Some never ask a question. For 


example, we got one yesterday that starts, 
"We, 
the residents of the Northwest 


Apartments and others all over town think 
we should have a doctor in attendance at 
the hospital day and night." Statements of 
opinion should go in the letters to the editor 
column, and the writer's name will be 
affixed. 


A few questions have been simply too 


personal. 


And there are some that we simply can't 


get answers to. We have good success in 
getting the ones involving public officials 
or services, also the ones involving 
businesses and other organizations which 
cater to the public although they are not 
strictly considered public bodies. But we 
have no right to demarH Mrs. Jane Doe's 
recipe for sour dough bread or John Q. 
Citizen's sala/y if he's not a public official. 


The exceptions are the rarity, however.

I wrote you last year concerning the red

Rushin said a survey conducted by 
Hudson Engineering of Houston revealed 
that an average of 6,000 cars a day drive

That is not enough to 
warrant even a four-way stop, according 
to standard traffic safety codes as 24th 
Street is considered a thoroughfare. The 
warning light signal you mentoined was 
never slated for replacement after it 
broke, Rushin explained. When "Action 
Line" contacted the city about the 
question, the employe that answered 
assumed that the signal would be repaired 
and said so. Plans actually were, Rushin 
said, to remove the signal altogehter.

ADDIS 
ABABA, 
Ethiopia 


(AP) — Haile Selassie, the di- 
minutive strong man who ruled 
Ethopia as the "King of Kings" 
for 58 years before he was de- 
posed by the military last Sep- 
tember, died today. He was 83. 


The government said the for- 


mer monarch was found dead 
in his bed by a servant early 
this morning. 


In Washington, intelligence 


sources said an Addis Ababa 
radio broadcast reported that 
Selassie died as a result of ill- 
ness 
affecting 
his 
prostate 


gland. Last May, Selassie was 
reported seriously ill with a 
prostate condition. 


The sources said the broad- 


cast gave no further details. 


The State Department had no 


immediate comment. 


Since he was deposed last 


Sept. 12 Selassie had been con- 
fined in one of his former pal- 
aces in the Ethiopian capital, 
and access to him had been de- 
nied to outsiders. 


Medical reports following his 


operation said he was making a 
normal recovery. 
But then 


there was no further word on 
his condition. 


Today's broadcast said that 


following a deterioration Tues- 
day, Selassie's only surviving 
daughter, Princess Tenagne- 
Work, had been permitted to 
visit him. 


But there was apparently no 


fear his death was imminent, 
and the former absolute mon- 
arch of 27 million people died 
alone. 


Taking the throne in 1928 


when he was 36, he ruled for 41 
of the next 46 years. 


Mussolini's invading army 


drove him into exile in 1936. 
The British army brought him 
back to his throne in 1941 and 
he kept it until a slow-motion 
military coup culminated in his

arrest last' Sept. 12. 


The bearded little old man 


was held in an apartment at 
the Grand Palace, his former 
stronghold on a hilltop over- 
looking Addis Ababa and now 
the headquarters of the mili- 
tary regime that overthrew 
him. 


Last February he was report- 


ed in good health but subject to 
periods of mental 
confusion 


when he seemed to believe he' 
was still on the throne. 


In March, the leftist military 


government abolished the 3,000- 
year-old monarchy. 


On May 23 the official Ethio- 


pian radio announced that 
Haile Selassie was seriously ill 
and might need prostate sur- 
gery. That was the last word of 


him until the announcement to- 
day of his death. 


Known as the Conquering 


Lion of Judah, Elect of God 
and King of Kings, the emperor 
began his long reign as a refor- 
mer. He built schools, roads 
and hospitals in a land where 
public hangings and slavery 
had been common and where 
landlords kept private armies. 


But age and tradition pre- 


vented the emperor from keep- 
ing pace with Ethiopia's in- 
tellectuals and technocrats. The 
country, whose proudest boast 
was that it never had been 
colonized, stayed behind when 
newly independent Africa be- 
gan modernizing itself in the 
1960s.

"HI be back," Ford told a 


crowd of 300 persons as he end- 
ed his two-week working vaca- 
tion. 


"Are you ready to come back 


at Christmas?" Ford asked re- 
porters a few days before'while 
posing for photos with Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissin- 


ger. 
"I think it will work out, 


we're planning on it." 


Ford 
has owned a con- 


dominium in this mountain re- 
sort since he was a congress- 


man. 
He skis and plays golf 


and tennis - all sports that are 
part of the Vail atmosphere. 


Ford skied here as vice presi- 


dent and then returned last 
Christmas for a skiing vaca- 
tion. This summer, Ford played 
golf every day that he was in 
town and tennis at least twice 
in the cool morning hours. 


The President seems to pre- 


fer the relaxed atmosphere 
here and meeting with old 
friends in the town — friends 
that knew him as Jerry Ford 
from Grand Rapids, Mich. 


Ford also vacations at Palm 


Springs, 
Calif., 
and 
takes 


frequent trips to the Maryland 
mountains for stays at Camp 
David. 


But, 
Vail lures the President 


for extended stays. 


Presidential vacationing is 


not new for Colorado, but Ford 
is the first president to set up 
his Western White House in the 
state. 


President Dwight D. Eisen- 


hower came to Colorado on 
fishing trips, and he was hospi- 
talized for several months at 
Fitzsimons Army Medical Cen- 
ter in Aurora after suffering a 
heart attack while in the state. 


The Ford family borrows a 


chalet-type home here for the 
presidential visits. The Secret 
Service prefers the borrowed 
home to Ford's condominium 
because it is easier to provide 
security. 


The Ford condominium over- 


looks the main village area of 
Vail, while the home the Fords 
borrow from Richard Bass is in 
a more secluded area. Bass is 
a Dallas businessman. 


On each trip, the White 


House has explained that the 
Fords swap homes with the 
Basses and pay Bass the differ- 
ence in rental of his larger 
home and the Fords* smaller 
condominium.

Leading indicators advance 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government said today 'its in- 
dex to anticipate future trends 
in the economy advanced for 
the fifth consecutive month in 
July. 


The Commerce Department 


said its index of leading in- 
dicators, a composite of a doz- 
en individual economic meas- 
ures, climbed 1.7 per cent in 
July, putting the index figure 


11.5 
per cent ahead of its low 


point last February. . 


The advance, combined with 


a revision of June's advance 
from its originally reported 1.9 
per cent rise to a 2.9 per cent 
increase, signaled continuing 
recovery in the economy, the 


department said. 


It said the strongest upward 


influence in the index in July 
was a heavier volume of new 
orders for consumer products 
and raw materials. 


That category advanced 7 per 


cent. 


In all, 7 of the 10 individual 


statistics available when the 
July index was computed ad- 
vanced. Three of the com- 
ponents declined and two were 
not available for compilation. 


The strongest downward in- 


fluence in the composite was a 
1 per cent decline in the na- 
tion's money supply. Also ex- 
erting a downward influence 


were higher prices for key raw 


materials and reduced spending 
on factories and equipment. 


The other components in- 


dicating a quickened pace of 
economic activity in the future 
were a longer work week for 
factory workers, an increase in 
cash and assets for business, 
faster formation for new busi- 
ness, higher stock prices, and 
increased volume of building 
permits issued and a slower 
performance from key sup- 
pliers of business goods. 


The slower performance is 


taken as an indication that 
business is picking up.

New York appears leading 


for Democratic convention 


WASHINGTON (AP) — New 


York City, front runner in the 
bidding for the 1976 Democratic 
convention, today promised se- 
curity and convenience for the 
delegates if it is selected as the 
convention site during the na- 
tion's bicentennial year. 


Mayor 
Abraham 
Beame, 


bringing his pitch personally to 
the site selection committee, 
said a bicentennial year con- 
vention would be a natural for 
New York City, which was the 
nation's first capital. 


• "The Democratic convention 
belongs in New York City," 
Beame said. 


Mayor Tom Bradley of Los 


Angeles was scheduled to fol- 
low Beame in making a pitch 
for the southern California city. 
The site selection committee 
called for a vote later in the 
day on where the convention 
will be held. 


Beame referred as little as 


possible to New York City's fi- 
nancial problems, saying city 
and state officials were moving 
to meet the crisis. 


"The people of New York are 


on the front lines of meeting 
the economic challenge," he 
said. 


Flanked by the leaders of top 


public employe unions, Beame 
pointed out that there has been 
only one wildcat strike during 
the city's current financial 
crunch. He said it was settled 
quickly by the "fine union lead- 


ers." 


Beame said the city would 


rent 
and 
modify 
Madison 


Square Garden as a convention 
site and provide police protec- 
tion over and above the re- 
quirements of the convention 
contract. 


He also said the city had 


ample hotel rooms "mostly 
within walking distance" of the 
: Garden. 


"The real clincher of our of- 


fer is the city itself," Beame 
said. "We are still the Big 
Apple." 


Democrats are expected to 


pick New York for the con- 
vention despite the city's finan- 
cial woes. 


Los Angeles has better facil- 


ities but has been handicapped 
by the cold-shoulder response 
of Democratic Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. 


Party sources said New 


York, despite its problems, had 
the inside track, confirming 
party chairman 
Robert S. 


Strauss' earlier statement that 
he was "tilting" toward New 
York. 


Leaders of three top labor un- 


ions representing uniformed 
New York City employes joined 
the city's delegation before the 
selection comeiittee to assauge 
expressed rears that New 
York's financial troubles might 
embarrass a convention with 
strikes and picket lines next 
summer. 


Ford administration, Meany 
try to resolve grain dispute

White House official says a 
breakthrough may be near on a 
key issue in the labor boycott 
of Russian grain shipments. 


At the same time, AFL-CIO 


President George Meany and

The White House official said 


there might be an announce- 
ment in the next few days on a 
settlement between the Rus- 


sians and the U.S. government 
that would result in more 
American ships being used to 
carry the grain. 


That in turn would produce 


more jobs for American sea- 
men. Organized labor has cited 
that goal as one of the condi- 
tions that would lead to an end 
of the boycott.

minutes Tuesday but failed to 
reach a settlement in the dis- 
pute.

Texas Youth Council has de- 
cided to put efforts to salvage 
"predelinquents" on an equal 
matching funds basis with 
Two men killed 


by lightning 


By The Associated Press 
Three men were killed and 


several other persons injured 
during scattered thunderstorms 
Tuesday, 
but 
the National 


Weather 
Service 
said 
the 


storms had weakened today 
and only a few were still ac- 
tive. 


Two of the victims were con- 


struction workers who were hit 
by lightning in Louisiana, and 
the third man died when a 
hunting cabin collapsed during 
a storm in Pennsylvania. 


Today the strongest thunder- 


storms were over northern New 
England, but there were iso- 
lated storms in parts of Geor- 
gia, Florida, Kentucky, south- 
ern Louisiana, part of Texas, 
Oregon and Washington State. 


Clear skies prevailed over 


most of the rest of the nation. 


The two Lousiana men were 


struck by lighting as they 
walked along an elevated road 
near Boutee, La., after they 
were sent home early from 
work because of bad weather. 


A Pittsburgh man was killed 


when the hunting cabin where 
he had taken shelter collapsed 
on him at the height of the 
storm. Two companions in the 
cabin along the Allegheny Riv- 
er escaped injury. 


Several other storm-related 


injuries 
were reported, 
in- 


cluding two persons hit by shat- 
tered glass when plate glass 
windows blew out of two Pitts- 
burgh buildings. 


The weather service said 


winds gusted up to 56 miles per 
hour at Dubois, Pa., and up to 
70 m.p.h. at the Jamestown, 
N.Y., just a few miles north of 
the Pennsylvania line. 


In Cleveland, city officials 


said they had convinced state 
officials to ask the federal gov- 
ernment for disaster relief aid, 
but the state officials said the 
city's chances of getting such 
aid were dim. 


While city, state and federal 


officials toured areas damaged 
by the Sunday storm, a second 
storm swept through Cleveland 
Tuesday, causing power out- 
ages, a street collapse and traf- 
fic disruptions. 


No serious injuries were re- 


ported Tuesday. Four persons 
died in Sunday's storm. 


Meanwhile, the National Hur- 


ricane Center said 
a dis- 


organized tropical depression is 
expected 
to 
move 
slowly 


through the Caribbean Sea to- 
ward the Yucatan Peninsula, 
but its winds were not expected 
to exceed 25 m.p.h. 


The storm's center was lo- 


cated just south of extreme 
western Cuba early today. 


The depression was moving 


at about 15 m.p.h. on a course 
that could take it either over 
the northern part of Yucatan or 
into the South-Central Gulf of 
Mexico. 


Temperatures around the na- 


tion early today ranged from 93 
at Phoenix, Ariz., to 42 at Hib- 
bing, Minn. 


Post says DPS 


made wiretaps 


: HOUSTON (AP)—The Hous- 
ton Post says Department of 
Public Safety agents conducted 
wiretaps across the state until 
at least 1971 although a 1968 
law made it illegal. 


The Post, in a copyrighted 


story in its Tuesday editions, 
quoted "authoritative sources" 
as saying DPS agents averaged 
four illegal wiretaps a year out- 
side 
Houston 
and 
more 


frequently in Houston. 


According to the newspaper, 


top officials neither condoned 
nor authorized the wiretaps and 
it added that knowledge of the 
taps went no higher than the 
agents' immediate supervisor. 


One source said James Ray, 


then second in command of the 
DPS, ordered agents to halt all 
wiretap activities in 1971. 


However, wiretapping contin- 


ued in Houston, the Post said. 


The newspaper quoted one 


source as saying "it was differ- 
ent in Houston because Houston 
police were doing so much 
wiretapping. 
Houston police 


were almost out of control."

The decision was made as the 


council approved regulations 
for allocating $9 million to com- 
munity-based services over the 
next two years. It plans to act 
on the first applications in No- 
vember. 


Gov. 
Dolph Briscoe 
also 


must approve the regulations 
before they can take effect. 


As proposed by a committee 


of the council, local govern- 
ments would have had to pro- 
vide only 20 per cent of the cost 
of programs for youngsters who 


have been declared delinquent. 
But the local matching share 
would have risen to 30 per cent 
for those adjudged "in need of 
supervision" and 40 per cent 
for 
"predelinquents"—young- 


sters who have been arrested 
for one delinquent act. 


Several juvenile officers pro- 


tested that this amounted to up- 
side down priorities. One said 
the 40 per cent matching re- 
quirement made it "extraor- 
dinarily difficult" to obtain 
state funds for programs to 
keep borderline delinquents out 
of trouble. 


Stan Finder of the council 


staff said the priorities were 
based on an assumption that 
the legislature's intent was that 
community programs should 
reduce the number of young- 
sters in state reform schools. 


But chairman Forrest Smith 


of Dallas said the law could be 
interpreted just as easily the 
other way around, and the 
council voted to require a 20 
per cent match for all three 
categories. 


The rules include a require- 


ment that a written Individ- 
ualized Program Plan be pre- 


pared for each juvenile in- 
volved in a community based 
program. Each plan would be 
made on the basis of an assess- 
ment of the juvenile, would 
specify a behavior goal and 
would be prepared with assist- 
ance from the youth and his 
family. 


Several persons from the 


Houston area urged the council 
to provide from $300,000 to 
$900,000 to bail out the Gulf 
Coast Trade Center near New 
Waverly. They said the center, 
which serves 125 youngsters at 
a time, has had an 80 per cent 


success record but must shut 
down Sept. 1 if funds cannot be 
obtained. 


The board instructed its staff, 


on an urgent basis, to work 
with the Texas Criminal Justice 
Council to find federal or other 
funds for an emergency grant. 


Dave Baker, Harris County 


assistant juvenile probation of- 
ficer, said it was urgent to keep 
the center going because of in- 
creasing inner city problems in 
Houston. He said a Harvard so- 
ciologist, Dr. Walter Miller, 
had "told me we are in the em- 
bryonic stage, we are on the 


verge of juvenile gangs." 


However, Miller told 
the 


Houston Post by telephone the 
nearest thing to a youth "proto- 
group" which he observed dur- 
ing his three-day study in Hous- 
ton were small gatherings of 
teen-agers on downtown streets. 


"One of the interesting things 


about Houston's situation is 
that although violent crime is a 
serious problem there, there is 
very little serious violence per- 
petrated by youth gangs," Mil- 
ler said. 


He contrasted the Houston 


picture with that in New York 


City, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
Los Angeles, saying the latter 
has perhaps the most severe 
youth gang problem. 


He also said local opinion at 


Houston was divided 50-50 on 
whether youth groups, as op- 
posed to genuine gangs, were 
operating in such endeavors as 
juvenile burglary rings. 


"No one I talked to .thought 


youth gangs were a problem .in 
Houston," Miller said. "And 
Houston was the only one of the 
major cities I studied where 
there was not unanimous agree^ 
ment about youth groups."

New York City to allow 
state to control finances 


NEW YORK (AP) - Mayor 


Abraham D. Beame has agreed 
to relinquish the major share of 
the city's fiscal controls to the 
state in return for a massive 
infusion of state loans to avert 
city default on its debts. 


Although Beame denied that 


his fiscal powers were being 
further eroded, the agreement, 
in effect, gave Gov. Hugh L. 
Carey and State Controller Ar- 
thur Levitt full control over the 
city's budget revenue estimates 
and thus the power to control 
the city's expenditures.

ment was announced Tuesday 
night by the mayor and Carey 
at a hastily called news confer- 
ence. 


Carey said 
the state-city 


agreement would set up a 
three-member panel composed 
of Carey, Beame and Levitt to 
oversee the city's revenue esti- 
mates. The plan will be sub- 
mitted to a special session of 
the state legislature for approv- 
al. 


Although Carey insisted the 


plan had not been fully worked 
out and only vaguely described 
its outlines, questions by news- 
men brought out these points: 


—If the legislature approves, 


Levitt will float state securities 
at low interest rates enjoyed by 
the state in comparison with 
the exceedingly high rates 
charged the city. 


—The borrowing powers of 


the state's Municipal Assist- 
ance Corp. (MAC) will be ex- 
panded, and banks and other fi- 
nancial institutions will be per- 
suaded to help bail the city jout 
of its fiscal dilemma through 
November. 


—In return, the Carey-Levitt- 


Beame panel will review the 
city's budget revenue estimates 
and have the final say as to 
what they actually are. 


Despite state control of the 


three-man panel, Beame insist- 
ed, "We are not giving up 
home rule powers. 


"I'm completely in accord 


with this plan. It represents a 
state involvement in the city of 
New York. I think it is a good 
omen for the city." 


Carey said, "This will not in- 


volve the powers of the mayor, 
his expenditures, his priorities 
or the government of the city." 


But the tentative agreement
